Is it wise under presentconditionsfor 
young men of limited means to buy 
farms?

I think it is best for the young man 
to buy a farm if he has a farming ontfit 
and can make a small payment on his 
farm.

For that reason I would 
advise young men to quit renting and 
buy a place of their own.
